A CUP (KYLIX), with stout stem and offset lip, height 54 in., 
diam. 112 an. ; intact, and in perfect condition ; the interior 
design represents a woman, dressed in a chiton, running with 
her head turned back, and holding a pair of castanets in each 
hand ; on one side of the reverse is a naked youth leading two 
horses, he holds a switch in his hands as well as the reins ; the 
scene on the other side takes place in the paleestra ; a young 
athlete is preparing to throw the javelin, and two young men

on each side of him; one of the young men holds a flower ;

design, Hvepywes €or, that is Evepyidys érrot(et), ““ Huergides 
made it’’; over the athletic scene, ho rats xados, “the boy 
is beautiful ’’; over the equestrian scene, [I\cyourmos, that 
is IIAnguraos, Plexippos, the name given ee the artist to the 
youth depicted. 

This cup was discovered at Santa Maria, the Capua of the 
ancients, and was published in the Annals dell’ Instatuto, 
1849, Plate B. It is the finest of the five extant cups which 
bear the name of the maker Huergides ; all five were painted 
by a single artist, who has been studied by Beazley in the 
Journal of Hellenic Studies, 33, pp. 347-355. Fifty odd 
vases are assigned by him to this artist; the present cup is 
number 41 in his list. With the figure on the interior of this 
cup, compare the figures on the signed cup in Heidelberg 
(loc. cit. p. 347), and on the unsigned cup in Munich (ebid. 
p. 352); charming archaic style of the last quarter of the sixth 
century B.c. [See PLATE II.] 


243 A Cup (Kylix), 11 in. diam., composed of many fragments and

end of the sixth century B.c. 


A Cup (Kylix), 73 om. diam. ; intact ; the subject on the interior 
is a running satyr ; on the exterior, a band of warriors setting 
forth, some mounted and others on foot ; there is an ivy-leaf 
under each handle; summary work of the end of the sixth 
or the beginning of the fifth century. 

A small Lekythos, 67. high; intact; the subject is a fight 
between two warriors; the device on the falling warrior’s 
shield is a thunderbolt. 

Another, 44 an. high, with black figures on white ground, 
partly repainted ; on the body of the vase is a youth seated 
with four other persons standing round him; on the shoulder, 
a degenerate survival of the hound-and-hare motive; rough 
work. (3) 


A LexytTHos, 847%n. high; intact, and in finecondition; in a building, 
indicated by two Doric columns, a siren is standing on a low 
pedestal and playing the lyre; on each side of her is a plant 
with an owl sitting on it ; the flesh of the siren was originally 
white ; there is a design of palmettes on the shoulder of the 
vase ; bold drawing of the beginning of the fifth century. 


ATTIC RED-FIGURED VASES. 


A CUP (KYLIX), with stout stem and offset lip, heoght 54 in., 
diam. 11% %n.; intact, and in perfect condition ; the interior

This cup was discovered at Santa Maria, sie Capua of the 
ancients, and was published in the Annali dell’ Instituto, 
1849, Plate B. It is the finest of the five extant cups which 
bear the name of the maker Huergides ; all five were painted 
by a single artist, who has been studied by Beazley in the 
Journal of Hellenic Studies, 33, pp. 347-355. Fifty odd 
vases are assigned by him to this artist ; the present cup is 
number 41 in his list. With the figure on the interior of this 
cup, compare the figures on the signed cup in Heidelberg 
(loc. cit. p. 347), and on the unsigned cup in Munich (cbid. 
p. 352); charming archaic style of the last quarter of the sixth 
century B.c. [See Puare IT.| 


243 A Cup (Kylix), 11 in. diam., composed of many fragments and
